What a Physician saysof the Malady and 
Hts Causes. 

Speaking of sunstrehe Dr. E. R. Hough- 
ton says that it is cenerally beheved that 
direct exposure to the rays of the sum 
necessary tc cause sunstroke, but this 1s not 
the case. Instances are on record where 


haveexhibited all the symptoms of suustroke, 
and also firemen on ovean steamships, and 
clerks or purchasers in crowded shops. I is, 
therefore, more proper te speak of i: as 
heatstroke than sunstreke, for the bad 
results are due oginy to the heat, together 
with physical exMaustion. 

There are three varieties of sunstroke 
The first is calied heat prostration. The 
symptoms are faintness, loss of conscious 
ness, nausea, coolness of the body, feeble 
pulse and great muscular weakness. The 
great danger in these cases is heart failure. 
The treatment is to remove the patient to 2 
cool spot where there ts plenty of fresh air. 
exclude sympathizing friends who crew 
about and shut off the air, administer heart 
stimulants, such as brandy or ammonia, and 
keep the patient in a recumbent ition 

| ull the symptoms pass off. In an hour or 
more the patient, asa rule, can be taken 
home, and in a day or two is perfectly well, 
except an occasional headache when expos 
| ed to the rays of the sun. 

The second variety 1s more sericus, the 
heart failure being complicated with failure 
of respiration. In this variety, the patient 
faiis suddenly while at work in the sun or 
in a heated room, and loses consciousness. 
The pulse is very rapid and feeble, the skin 
cold and wet, the breathing very shailew, 
ani death may result very seon unles= 
prompt treatment 1s instituted. Although 
the patient usualiy recovers trom this kind 
| of stroke, atill the after-etfects are very slow 
to disappear, and may never entirely do so. 
The treatment is the same as outlined above, 
stinulants tor both heart and respiration 
bein especially needed. 

Tue third form is the most severe and 
dangerous, the characteristic symptom be- 
ing the marked increase in temperature.
